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1. claims: 1-4 

A pressure sensitive adhesive composition comprising a 
cohesive component comprising a styrene-based block 
copolymer, and a basic component. 
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A P.S.A. tape comprising a stretchable substrate and a 
pressure-sensitive adhesive layer provided on at least one 
surface of the said substrate as described in the 
application claim 5. 
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An adhesion structure comprising an adherend having attached 
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separated from said adherend by stretching the substrate of 
said pressure-sensitive adhesive tape. 
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
